Birmingham Breaks Leg Sliding Into 
Second Base. 
What is the use of rural free deliv­ 
ery mail routes and the parcel post 
system if there is to be no improve­ 
ment of the public roads for the eco­ 
nomic delivery of parcels and mails? 
According to a bulletin issued by the 
office of public roads, there were in 
the United States in 1909 
2,199,645 
miles of public roads, and the total 
mileage of improved public roads was 
only 190,476. 
Yet we boast that the 
United 
States is a highly 
civilized 
country and make faces at The effete 
countries of the old world, in some 
of the most decadent of which, as we 
are 
accustomed to call 
them, 
the 
people know where they are 
going 
when they start, and have some idea 
of when they will get there and what 
it will cost them to make the journey. 
There is a good deal of humbug in the 
claims we make for ourselves, particu­ 
larly when it comes to practical things, 
although we are willing to admit with­ 
out argument that we are the most 
practical people iii the world. 
Recently what is called the second 
National Good Roads Federal Aid con­ 
vention was in session in4 Washing­ 
ton. 
The place of meeting could not 
have been better selected; the time 
could not have been more 
inauspi­ 
cious. 
Nobody was thinking 
about 
good roads, except the nearest cut to 
the White House and the offices wait­ 
ing for distribution. It was announced 
in the official program of the meet, 
which was called by the American Au­ 
tomobile association, that “the distinct 
puriK>se of this gathering is to create 
a concrete plan which shall logically 
Involve our national government in the 
highw-ays 
progress of the country.” 
That is a flue purpose; but with the 
old ones going out in shoals and the 
new ones coining in without any spe­ 
cial pur pc o or any purpose that has 
been formulated clearly, this was hard­ 
ly tile time for the association to make 
a very deep Impression upon the leg­ 
islative and disposing mind. 
For two days the convention dis­ 
cussed good roads in a most intelli­ 
gent way and a mass of valuable In­ 
formation was obtained from expert 
testimony, foreign and domestic, that 
would 
lose much of its force if it 
should be suffered to “perish with the 
using” or the speaking. 
The 
main 
contention of the association is that 
“It is the duty of the federal govern­ 
ment to supplement state and county 
systems with a plan of national roads 
connecting all parts of the country. 
That Is a most ambitious project, 
but none too ambitious for a country 
so big as this. 
There are something 
like 3,000 counties in the United States 
and It is well within the mark to say 
that In not one-half of these counties, 
is there anything like what could be 
called by the utmost stretch of cour­ 
tesy a road “system.” 
The official fig­ 
ures prove this without argument. 
The ratio of good roads to bad roads 
is as 199,000 is to 2,000.000, and, as Mr. 
Dooley would say, “there ye are.” But 
it is as certain as taxes that good 
roads are coming. 
The idea is taking 
hold of the public imagination and will 
soon make its way 
into the public 
pocketbook. 
It costs from five to ten 
, cents, according to the classification, 
to haul a ton of freight by the much 
abused railroads a hundred miles or 
so; it costs about twenty-three cents 
a mile to haul a ton of almost any sort 
of freight over most of the public 
highways in this country, and these 
highways are in the daily use of the 
people in their most intimate and nec­ 
essary business. 
It has been estimat­ 
ed that bad roads cost the people of 
the United States not less than $250,- 
' 000,000 a year.

Elect, hut upon all mankind, the non­ 
elect. 
The Pastor remarked that Petite- j 
cost was a Jewish festival celebrat­ 
ing the harvest. 
On that day, nearly 
nineteen centuries ago, God poured 
out His Holy Spirit upon His waiting 
servants and handmaidens, 
in 
the 
upper room at Jerusalem. That event 
was important, not only 
to 
those 
who then participated, hut to all of 
God's people from then until now. 
Prior to that day of Pentecost, no 
[ one except Jesus had ever received 
spirit begetting—the Holy Spirit of 
sonship, 
Prior to that date, God held 
all humanity at. a distance from Him­ 
self, declaring 
that 
because 
they 
were sinners He could not accept 
them as sons, that first their sins 
must he atoned for. 
Pastor Russell pointed 
out 
that 
this alienation from God had contin­ 
ued for more than 
four 
thousand 
years before Jesus came. 
Adam was 
called a son of God, but after him no 
one was styled a son of God until 
Jesus. 
During all that time, Abra­ 
ham alone was styled a 
friend 
of 
God, because of his 
devotion, 
his 
faith. 
But a friend is not a son, and 
none other than Abraham had even 
so high a title as friend. 
The Jews 
had the honorable title of servants 
of God, attaining that through the 
Law' Covenant, lintier Moses. 
Not only do the 
old 
Testament 
Scriptures not refer to the Jews as 
sons of God, but the Jews themselves 
have never claimed such a lelation- 
ship. 
On the contrary, after Jesus 
had received the Holy Spirit and had 
begun big ministry. He spoke of Him­ 
self as being the Son of God, and this 
the Jews resented, taking uo stones 
to stone Him. 
They declared it blas­ 
phemous to claim so close a relation­ 
ship to Jehovah. 
Again, we read of 
the disciples before 
Jesus’ 
death,

From these testimonies of the Bi­ 
ble, the Pastor deduced that it was 
necessary for Jesus to finish His sac­ 
rifice for sins, and to ascend on High 
into the presence of Jehovah God, 
and present the merit of His sacri­ 
fice on behalf of the Household of 
Faith, before the Apostles or any of 
the Church could be recognized of 
God. 
Tile desire which Jesus had 
awakened in their hearts was that 
they might, become His footstep fol­ 
lowers in doing tho Heavenly Fath­ 
er's will—even to the extent of lay- 
| lug down their lives for the Truth, 
i for righteousness. 
And so His dis- 
I ciplos declared that they had left all 
1 to follow' Him. 
Before leaving them. Jesus admon- j 
ished that they should not attempt to 
begin their work until after receiving 
the Father's recognition of them as 
soul*. 
He said, “Tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem until ye he endued with 
power from on High.” While He was 
with them, He breathed upon them 
and gave them of His Holy Spirit aud 
power, by which they healed the sick, 
cast out demons, etc. 
But when He 
left them they had not this power, 
or authority, and he must wait, until 
the Father gave it to them directly, 
even as He gave it directly to the 
Lord Jesus, at tho time the Holy 
Spirit came upon Him at lf is bap­ 
tism. 


“When Pentecost Was Fully Come.” 
For ten days the Apostles and oth­ 
er faithful brethren tarried, praying 
in the upper room, waiting for the 
promised demonstration of Divine ac­ 
ceptance that would indicate to them 
that Jesus had appeared in the pres­ 
ence of God, and had made satisfac­ 
tion for their sins, and that the Hea­ 
venly Father had 
accepted 
Jesus’ 
sacrifice on their behalf, a n i by the 
begetting of the Holy Spirit w'ould 
recognize them as sons of God—not 
as human sons, however. 
The son­ 
ship to which Jesus and the Church 
have been begotten during this Gos­ 
pel Age is on a far higher than hu­ 
man plane—far above 
the 
angelic, 
also. 
St. Peter explains that our be­ 
getting is to the “Divine nature.”— 
IF Peter 1: 4. 
Without the begetting there could 
he no ultimate birth to the Divine na­ 
ture in the resurrection. 
Thus it was 
with Jesus. 
He was begotten of the 
Holy Spirit, quickened by the Spirit, 
and gradually developed during the 
three and a half years of His earthly 
ministry. 
But He was not born of 
the Spirit until His resurrection, as 
w e read: 
“ He was the First-born 
from 
the 
dead”—“the 
First-horn 
amongst many brethren.” The Church 
are begotten of the TToly Spirit under 
the same Covenant of Sacrifice, that 
if faithful they may attain to the 
same spirit birth by a similar resur­ 
rection.

Our text is in full accord with all

Not only do these 
receive the Holy Spirit first, but to 
them its 
manifestation 
is different 
from what it will be with the non- 
elect by and by. As already pointed 
out, the Holy Spirit fits and prepares 
the church for glory, honor and im­ 
mortality on the Spirit plane. 
But 
the Holy Spirit’s operation upon the 
world in the next age will be tu­ 
ftily different. Then its work will 
Ie the perfecting of all who will of 
the human family—an earthly bless­ 
ing. 
We are not to forget that God was 
as well pleased to make Father Ad­ 
am an earthly being, perfect, in His 
own image and likeness, a little low­ 
er than the angels, as He was pleas- 
c d to make the angels of a higher or­ 
der in His own image and likeness. 
The church now being 
begotten 
by 
the Holy Spirit to the Divine nature, 
is to be far above angels, but it is 
the same Holy Spirit which operat­

Adam undoubtedly 
had 
the Holy 
Spirit of God in his perfection. Man­ 
kind in general during the thousand

Spirit of God. Its operation in them 
will be the perfecting of their flesh. 
Thus the Lord declares, “I will take

wicked will not he granted everlast­ 
ing life at all. On the contrary, 
read, “AU the wicked will God 
stroy. “It shall come to pass that

fully competent for 
that appointed J 
work, So we read, “Do ye not know 
that the saints shall judge the world” 
(I Cor, G: 2). 
| 
The Scriptures, therefore, warn ev- 
erybody, “Whatsoever a man soweth 
I that shall he also reap." This indi-i 
|cafcs that gut words, our thoughts,, 
our deeds, all have a hearing upon 
the figure life. While only the spiiit- 
h ‘gotten art yet on trial for life or 
(hath 
eternal, 
nevertheless, 
the 
world's words or deeds 
have either 
ar. elevating or degrading influence 
rpon their consciences. 
Accordingly 
their opportunity in the future will 
I find them either 
lower 
or higher, 
with more or less steps to retrace, 
in order to attain the perfection cf 
character in the flesh. 
Surely all who rightly 
appreciate 
the 
church’s 
Pentecost 
of 
nearly 
nineteen centuries ago will rejoice 
1a; see the Divine 
arrangem ent for 
the world’s 
Pentecost, 
under Mo:* 
s'ah’s kingdom, nor can it do harm 
to let the truth be known. The lace 
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cry soul that will not obey that Pro­

Neither docs this great generosity 
on God’s part in the forgiveness of
